FEATHER-WEIGHT TYRANNY. 


The Rale Which Tuo Often Prevails In th« 


' Domestic Circle. 


All tyrants do not go about menacing 


their victims with clubs aud alarming 
them with the clank of chains and 
click of the bolt in the dungeon door. 
There are tyrants with sweet faces and 
soft voices, with oyes that laugh and 
lips that woo and fingers that caress. 
Their tyranny is very gentle, but withal 
it is as difficult to resist as the soft, 
steady, blanket-like pressure of the fog 
when it comes stealing in from the sea 
or creeping up from the valley. Who 
does not know the tyranny that is 
harder to escape than any other be- 
cause it wears the guise and uses the 
vocabulary of love. Such despotism is, 
sometimes exercised by a wife, who, 
caring only for material advantage, 
stifles day by day and little by little 
her husband's aspirations after better 
things, who becomes, as Rosamond to 
Lydgate, her husband's basil-plant—a 
plant traditionally supposed to thrive 
on the brains of murdered men. Pink- 
and white tyranny, Mrs. Stowe charac- 
terized this sort of despotism, exercised 
by a beautiful, frivolous and selfish 
woman over a large-hearted and noble, 
but in her hands baffled and helpless 


I man. This feather-weight tyranny is 


sometimes found in a family where one 
or the other parent refuses to allow the 
growing young people in the house the 
right to develop along the lines nature 
Intended and in their own way. The 
man of business who is resolved to make 
a business man of his son, when the 
latter prefers to be a sailor or a soldier; 


( 


the professional man who elects that 
his btiy shall adopt his vocation when 
art or landscape gardening or mechan- 
ics are the boy's avocation—each of 
these is, through his very love, exercis- 
ing a feather-weight tyranny which 
may be crushing in its effects. Women 
are, it must be admitted, more prone 


more about it himself, and bets are 
made on various moves in the proceed- 
ings and on the final result. Of course, 
money is not held in the air as at a 
race track, but it quietly changes hands 
right in the galleries. 


The character of the male portion of 


the audience is unusual. Those who 
take only a curious interest in the 
thing are a very insignificant number, ' 
and almost as insignificant is the num- 
ber of those v. ho are residents of the 
city.

• They are men who have seldom be- 
lore sat in the galleries of congress, 
aud now it palls on their business 
sense. The subtleties of legislative 
methods they do not understand, and 
their patience is sorely tried; but their 
very impatience and anger hold them 
here to watch the game out. Sitting 
shoulder to shoulder and knee to knee 


ith them are men of another class, in 


contrast to the well-dressed, white- 
skinned and soft-handed banker and 
merchant 
They are perhaps not as 


numerous as the others, but they arc 
equally strangers to legislative halls 
and are quite as apt to attract the eye. 


Thoy are a plainly and often shab- 


bily d.essod lot. Some have bronzed 
faces and rouffh hands, wtth heavy 
lines in their cheeks and across their 
brows, like men who work in the fac- 
tory or at the forgo by day, and often 
at night assemble together to talk over 
their condition 
and

about 


through tho mysteries of political 
economy 
Along in the class with 


them are men with whiskers and sun- 
burnt liair, homespun clothes and 
heavy boots, «ho put their hands up 
to their ears for trumpets. Further 
down the scale come the pale-faced, 
thin-lipped, wild-eyed men, who listen 
eagerly to all that is said, and run 
their fingers nervously through their 
long hair when the bankers of Wall 
street are mentioned, or when the oft- 
irepeated phrase about the masses and 
the classes occurs. 


Hour after hour this strangely as 


sorted audience sits and watches the 
fight, and the rise and fall of the tide 
of excitement can be seen passing back 
and forth over the eager faces. Inter- 
est, approval, anger and impatience 
alternately light and darken the coun- 
tenances, and the undercurrent of an- 
tagonism is observed in the dark look* 
exchanged and the impatient jerk ot 
the shoulder or wag of the head — 
Philadelphia Telegraph.
